Nothing ill the way of new evidence 
against the accused was produced al 
last night's trial, 'J'he only witnesses 
examined wove. Dr. U'Brlan, Const-able 
Stephenson aij^ ,W. N. Itentpaty, an 
expert on flrfearms' who' reSiaes th "Vic- 
toria. 

Constable Stephenson declared the 
court opened, aina Superintendent Hu.s- 
sey called oh Eiri 'O'Brlan, to give; evi- 
dence. The doctor's e'vld'ence was 'the 
sanie,as given, by him at the Inquest, 
and which wafipubllsh<id' In these col- 
umna on the fojlpwln'gf mqhflng. 

After his evidience had been given, 
the doctor was cross-examined by Su- 
perintendent Hussey as follows: 

Q. You say you found marks on the 
back of the prisoner's hand. Can you 
form any opinion as to how tho marks 
were made? ■ 

A. I would not like to say how they 
were made. They were about one- 
olglith of an Inch In width, uboul half 
an inch separated from each other, 
and were about one-slxteentb of an 
Inch In width. As lo bow deep they 
went into the llesh I cannot say, as I 
did not make a close examination. 

Q. Did the cuts appear to be old, or 
were they made shortly before you 
noticed tbein'? 

A. I Ihink they bad been made five 
or six bour.s before I noUced tliem. 
Tho blood was jiartly dried. I should 
say II was blood thai bad oo'/.eil out 
five or six hours iircvloii.sly. The 
scratches wore covered by a clot, two 
In number. 

Q. Did the prisoner make any slate- 
nients about the wounds on bis 
bands? 

A. He did not. I could not say 
whether the bands bad been washed 
or not. 

By Mr. Simpson — If the wounds on 
the prisoner's bands wore caused by a 
.scratch, would there be blood under 
the linger nails of the deceased'.' 

A. I lliiiik not. Tlio chances arc 
very strong thai they wmiki not be. 

Q. In your ojiinlou were the wounds 
on prisoner's hanil caused by .a 
scratch 

A. I could not say. .\t the time 1 
examined Iheni they appeared to me to 
be wider than scratches made l).v linger 
nails, but I could not be dellnilc. 
Constable Stephenson 
Provincial Con.^tP.ble Stephenson on 
being sworr?,- gav^^ the same.^ evidence, 
as submitted by hlni. at the iiiquest. Tn 
reply ; to .questlo.ris hsked by Superin- 
tendent .Hussey, Mr. Stephenson said: 

I examined the pistol ns soon as it 
was bunded to nie by Xlcholas. It bad 
the appearance of having been re- 
cently discharged.

trade la done with many countries; and 
If they could be Induced to open up in 
British Columbia It would be a great 
ad\"antage to the province.

THE LABOR PR0BLEIV1. 

The Colon l.>;t ini several occa.sion.s 
has roleried to the .searcilv of Labor in 
the jirovinoo for ii;,-rlL:ul(uial niid do- 
inestk; purposes,' ajid indicated the 
probiiblllty of a movement being .start- 
ed to nirinorlallne tlie (roverninent at 
Ottawa to niodlfv the reRiilations under 
wliicli Cliine.se are permitted to enter 
Canada, i i order that a sulllcicnt sup- 
ply of labor iniiv be ninde avnilnble. 
The rCKOlutInn pa.ssed hv the Kootenav 
Fruit Grower.s Association at Its meet- 
ing on MeUncaday, tliougli, generally 
speaking, a surprise to the public, was 
quite in lino with our expectations. 
The demand for labor has bceonie quite 
acute, and the lack of a snilli'loiit sup- 
ply In the fi-uit-growini? districts is 
not only crealins an.xlety as to the 
future of Ihe Industry, but It has al- 
ready meant serious loss. ■;In a num- 
ber of instances it has been reported 
to us that the fruit has been allowed 
to rot for lack of laborer-s to pick and 
handle it. Nor is the scarcity con- 
fined to fruit-growing, but also applies 
to general farm worit ,ind Is said to bo 
Interfering with dairying and land- 
clearing. It is not a (luestlon of 
wL-ate labor or Chinese labor. It Is 
Impossible to get labor of any kind, 
white, yellow or brown, and whore it 
is available wages he's befen* corres- 
pondingly increased ■ so as to make 
operations prolities.s. The province 
In thi.s respect is In a dlleniina. The 
outlook Is not more favorable for sev- 
eral years td iephie^than is thf situation 
at the presehV time. The prospects 
are that, in view of the large amount 
of railway construction In sight, labor- 
era win bo scarcer than they are t\o\v. 
:.We. have , no doubt but that in- a 
few-weeks the question will.^be a very 
live one throughout thg province. We 
have vcr.v good reason ' to .believe that 
petitions will be circulated and meet- 
ings called in every part of it with a. 
view to making repressntatlons to the 
authorities at Q(,tawa very much.Vop. 
the' lines of the' resolution passed at 
the XoKson meeting. The promoters 
of tjie movement for a partial repeal 
of the Chinese restriction tax .say that 
It is not their- .intention or desire to 
advocate, bringing. Chinese Into this 
country to compete with white skilled 
labor. They claim that they distinctly 
are opposed to that, ,'is the prosperity 
of tlie country liopeiid.s upon the cliar- 
acter, Intelligence and well-to-doness 
of the wage-earners. But there Is a 
certain class of labor which Is neces- 
sary to have done In which nowadays 
it is impossible to get wliite men. ex- 
cept to a very limited extent, to engage 
in, especially In the. West, and they 
regard it as industrial suicide to con- 
tinue, on account of a political preju- 
dice and cry against tjriental labor, to 
bar out the very people whoso .services 
arc invaluable and who are available 
In almost unlimited numbers. It la 
held that the regulations tor the em- 
ployment of Chinese can be made so 
stringent as to prevent them from 
being engaged in otii.'r lines i>f labor 
than those to which the Act would 
limit them. It some such arrange- 
ment is not made to relieve the pres- 
ent situation, then it is elalnied to be 
llie dut;. of tlie Ijoniinio i goveiiinien! 
to liiKl othei Iai)or in the stead of the 
Clilnese. 

Tile Ottawa autlioritie.s may reason- 
ably say tliat the tax was placed upon 
the Chinese and Increased from time to 
lime In accordance with the iirgiMit 
rejne.senlatioiis of llie people of lirili:-li 
Columbia, and that, having made their 
bed, they must He on It. It, however, 
may reasonably be stated In reply that 
eon.litions change, and that they liave 
ebanged rapidly during the past two 
or ilireo years. The present lalior 
famine was not anticipated as a con- 
sequence of the Increase In 'the per 
capita charge. Other conditions, as 
well as labor conditions, change. .Po- 
litical conilKlons, even political policies, 
change. We are all creatures of clr- 
cumstanceH.

AN EXPLANATION. 

•The following despatch by the Cana- 
dian Associated -Press In Great Britain 

has appeared in a number of the news- 
papers: 

"London, .Uil.v iO. — The Mancliesler 
Guardian says lli;it iiianv- peoide have 
commented on tlie .Vmericaiilz.'ition of 
Canadian sentiiiient by liooks and 
periodicals from the ITniled .States, and 
a correspondent who receives regulari.. 
the VIctori.a Daily t'olonl.st notes a 
curious ' Illustration on a inagiizlne 
page of a recent number. It was a 
collection of naval photograiihs, at the 
top of which was: 'Rest big gnu 
marksiiien on eurtli.' 'lio\v our sailors 
are trained.' In a reference to the 
letter press, 'our sailor.?' proved to 
belong to the United States. The 
Guardian says no doubt llie article was 
s.vndlcate matter, ordered from over the 
border." 

We also observe that the matter has 
been mdde a subject of comment In a 
number of English new.spapers. It wll! 
be seen, therefore, that the Colonist 
has obtained a good deal of free ad- 
vertising In a way which It does not 
perhaps altogether appreciate. A word 
of explanation to our readers may be 
deemed advisable. 

It may not be necessary on our part lo 
say that the Colonist Is not and never 
has been pro-American In Its proclivi- 
ties. On tlie other hand, it has been 
strongly British and Canadian tn its 
advocacy of all matters of pu,bllc con- 
cern. The illu.«trated art-lpfe-,.' to which 
reference Is made, appea't'ed In the 
columns of this paper someWeeks ago, 
and was tlie subject of considerable 
local comment at the time. Tlie ex- 
planation given In the Manchester 
Guardian is practically the correct one. 
The .irticle was included In .syndicate 
matter, supplied to the (.'olonist In 
common with a large number of Cana- 
dian newspapers. It was Inserted 
without sufficient scrutiny as to. the 
nature of its contents; and the same 
thing might have occurred in ;Umost 
any Canadian newspaper using tlie 
same service. 

We may say for tlie hciielU of our 
readers and the public generally that 
the Colonist has cancelled the contract 
with the s.vndlcate snpi)lyiiig matter In 
a wholesale way for llie use of the 
jdally newspapers; and iierenfter will 
be largely. If not wholly, eliminated.
